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Kissinger In Hanoi; 
POW Release Nears 


SAK JON (AP) — Henry A. Kissinger 
opened four days of postwar talks in 
Hanoi today, while U.S. and Viet­ 
namese 
representatives 
in 
Saigon 
made final plans for the release of 
about 142 American and 3,000 Viet­ 
namese prisoners of war Monday. 


Kissinger landed in an Air Force jet 
shortly before noon at Hanoi’s Giam 
I .am 
Airport, 
which 
was 
heavily 
dam aged 
last 
December by 
U.S. 
bombers. He was the first ranking U.S. 
official to set foot in Hanoi in over a 
decade. 


E a rlie r, 
K issinger 
said 
that 
lYesident Nixon, “hopes that this visit 


can inaugurate an entirely new 
relationship between the United States 
and North Vietnam.” 
Kissinger said he would take up with 
the Hanoi leadership a cease-fire for 
lao s. 
“ It has always been the assumption 
of the U.S. government that a cease­ 
fire in Vietnam would be rapidly 
followed by a cease-fire in Laos.” Kis­ 
singer said. “I shall discuss this and 
other m atters on my visit to Hanoi.” 
A few hours before 
Kissinger’s 
arrival in Hanoi, North Vietnam ac­ 
cused the United States of violating the 
Vietnam peace agreem ent by con­ 
tinuing air attacks in I^ios and Cam­ 


bodia A Radio Hanoi broadcast cited 
Article 20 of the agreement which says 
that “foreign countries shall put an 
end to all m ilitary activities in (Cam­ 
bodia and l.aos.” 
In Saigon, the senior representatives 
of the United States, North and South 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong met all day 
at Tan Son Nhut Air Base to prepare 
for the first prisoner repatriation 
under the Vietnam peace agreem ent. 
North Vietnam is to release about 
115 American airmen Monday. On the 
same day, 27 American prisoners are 
to be released in South Vietnam at 
Quan Ix)i, near An i/oc, 60 miles north 
of Saigon and IO miles from the

Two thousand 
North Vietnamese and Vi«?t (Cong and 
1,000 South Vietnamese* prisoners also 
will be exchanged at Quan I /ti, Pleiku 
province in the* central highlands, and 
Dong Ha, just below the demilitarized 
zone.

North Vietnamese delegates to the 
Joint Military Commission suffered 
superficial head injuries and a South 
Vietnamese liaison officer was tem ­ 
porarily hospitalized from a rock- 
throwing incident Friday involving an

Hanoi’s foreign ministry claimed 
eight North Vietnamese were hurt.

ORLANDO, Fla. (AP) — A former 
inmate of the G erm an prison camp 
Stalag 17 and two other men held 
prisoners of war during World War II 
say the best way to treat POWS re­ 
turning from Vietnam is to leave them 
alone. 


“ FCach prisoner of war had his own 
w ar and his own ex p e rien ce s,” 
Malcolm Breeze, an officer of the 
Florida Chapter of American Ex- 
Prisoners of War said PYiday. 
“ It’s like some guys can have a 
couple of beers and get drunk while 


others can drink half a fifth of booze 
and hardly even notice it. FCach has to 
find his own way,” said Breeze. 
Breeze was captured and interned in 
a Nazi prison camp when his B17 
bomber was shot down on its last 
mission over Germany in July 1944. He

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 
President Nixon gets a personal report 
at the Western White House today 
from Vice President Spiro T. Agnew, 
just back from a special mission to 
eight Southeast Asian nations. 
He is the first of Nixon’s two top post­ 
war em m issaries to return from talks 
with Asian leaders. National Security 
Adviser Henry A. Kissinger was in 
Hanoi today and will be in Peking next 
week. 
Agnew has had little to say publicly 
on his 13-day tour, which ended when 
his presidential jet arrived at PJI Toro 
Marine Air Station near here PYiday 
afternoon. 
He went to the Newporter Inn in 
nearby Newport Beach for an over­ 
night rest before reporting to Nixon. 
At 
his last 
Asian 
stop 
in 
the 
I^ilippines, where he conferred at 
length with P resid en t F erdinand 
Marcos, Agnew said: 
“ I reaffirmed the intention of the 
United States to m eet its treaty 
commitments in the area, in general, 
and the Philippines in particular. As 
we approach a new era of peace, we 
should devote more attention to the 
economic and social problems of the 
area. We intend to cooperate with the 
Philippines and other nations in this 
regard.” 
The Philippine public information 
office said Marcos told Agnew about 
Asian security problems and about an 
assassination plot against Marcos last 
year in which it was alleged at least 
one American was involved.

reorganization. The railroad is ex­ 
pected to argue that Judge Fullam can 
bypass the ICC. 
M eanw hile, tra in s rolled along 
normally after the strike, although the 
issue that brought it on is far from 
being resolved. 
Penn Central has court permission 
to cut freight crews by a third through 
attrition over the next six years, and it 
was the implementation of his plan at 
12:01 a.m. Thursday that sent m em ­ 
bers of United Transportation Union, 
AP'Iv-CIO, to the picket lines. 
Congress acted late Thursday to 
have the planned crew cuts put off 90 
days, and the strike was over—for 90 
days at least. 
William H. Moore, president of Penn 
Central, explained tile “amazingly fast 
restoration” of service was the result 
of the speedy return of employes 
coupled with the prom pt action of 
supervisors who had rem ained on the 
job. 
“ When the UTU removed their 
pickets we had scores of trains ready 
to go,” Moore said. “ In this way, we 
were able to minimize the delays of 


shipments. We’re now getting back the 
freight which many shippers 
had 
planned to divert if the strike con­ 
tinued. 
“We have notified our custom ers 
that we’re eager to get back their usual 
business, and more besides.”

was a flight engineer. 
Kenneth Dancaster, a regional of­ 
ficer for the Veterans Administration 
in St. Petersburg who spent four 
months as a captive of the Germans in 
World War II, said people will not help 
the TOWs by asking them questions 
about their treatm ent in captivity.

“There was one guy who used to 
run around making notes about the 
things we thought were funny and just 
about the experiences we had in 
general.” 
“He told us he was going to get rich 
from those notes, and we all thought he 
was nuts,” Breeze said. He said the 
prisoner was FJddie Trzcinski, who 
later wrote the sm ash hit play “Stalag 
17,” which also became a popular 
movie.

Big Cotton Sale 
To Red Chinese 
All But Official 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sources in 
the A griculture D epartm ent are 
speculating that President Nixon may 
announce later this month a sale of $80 
million worth of U.S. cotton to China as 
further evidence of his trade overtures 
to Peking. 


P’or weeks, trade spokesmen have 
all but confirmed that China has 
bought at least 400,000 bales of U.S. 
cotton and may want more. Even the 
Agriculture Departm ent describes it 
as a “very good rum or” but stops short 
of flatly saying ifs true. 


The department sources say Henry 
Kissinger’s visit to Peking next week is 
expected to result in some further talk 
of expanded U.S.-China trade and that 
the cotton sale well might be a White 
House footnote to reporting the visit. 
Officially, the A griculture D e­ 
partm ent acknowledges only that a 
Texas finn recently sold 400,000 bales 
of cotton to Balli Brothers & Coney, 


Ltd., a British company. 
The sale was given added weight 
PYiday by the departm ent in a revised 
report showing that U.S. cotton ex­ 
ports in 1973 now are expected to be 4.5 
million bales or about 500,000 more 
than estimated a few weeks ago. 
Speculation is that Nixon himself— 
or jointly with P eking-m ay want to 
note the cotton sale to China has a 
precedent, despite claim s by admin­ 
istration officials 
that such 
tran­ 
sactions involve private companies 
and 
not 
government-to-govemment 
negotiations. 
China began buying some U.S. grain 
late last sum m er in comparatively 
small quantities, beginning with 15 
million bushels of wheat. 
On Oct. 27, Nixon announced in a 
radio speech that China also had 
bought 12 million bushels of corn. 
In all, China bought about $58 million 
worth of U.S. grain and soybean oil last 
year.

IDS ANGELES (AP) - The work 
records of Daniel PJllsberg and An­ 
thony Russo, including their high 
security clearances and signed agree­ 
ments to keep secrets, have become 
the latest issue in the Pentagon papers 
trial. 
The issue arose PYiday when the 
government, moving to a new phase of 
its case against the pair, called to the 
stand the security officer who guarded 
secret papers at the Rand Corp., where 
PJlsberg and Russo worked. 
FJllsberg, 41, and Russo, 36, are 
charged with espionage, conspiracy 
and theft in the leak to news media in 
Disabled Vets Face Deep Federal Aid Slash 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
adm inistration is pushing to lop off 
millions of dollars in government 
b en efits to disabled V ietnam -era 
soldiers, says the head of a House 
vc ter a n s'’ com m ittee. 


The veteran who left a leg in the 
Vietnam jungle, for example, could 
find disability benefits for his family 
cut from $6,740 a year to $1,272 under 
the plan drafted by the Veterans 
Administration and intended for im­ 
plementation by July I. 


The plan has aroused immediate 
opfMisition from the chairm an of the 
House Veterans Affairs Committee, 
Rep. W. J. Bryan Dom, D-S.C., who 


has introduced legislation to block it. 
Dorn’s bill also would strip the VA of 
its authority to alter the ratings 
without congressional approval. 


Dom said he u n d erstan d s the 
proposal would reduce paym ents to 
disabled veterans $160 million a year. 


But a knowledgeable VA source 
confirm ed th at P re sid e n t N ixon’s 
Office of Management and Budget is 
pushing for still deeper nits. 
The proposal, which stem m ed from 
a five-year, $1 million Census Bureau 
study, revises the disability ratings 
w hich 
determ ine 
the 
m onthly 
payments and fringe benefits due 
some 2.3 million disabled soldiers. 


P’or exam ple, the loss of a leg at the 
hip currently is counted as a 90 per 
cent disability, but drops to 40 per cent 
in the revised list. 


In interviews Friday, officials of the 
committee, the VA and the American 
I region confirmed the plan strikes 
hardest at Vietnam-era soldiers. The 
American legion has protested it. 


’nit* sum s paid at each level of 
disability are written into law and can 
bt* changed only by Congress. And 
because of legal restrictions sim ilar to 
those governing the Social Security 
system , the administration cannot 
im pound 
funds 
for 
disability 
payments. 


V ietnam -era soldiers suffer the 
brunt of the decreases because older 
soldiers are protected by a law for­ 
bidding a reduction in a rating held for 
20 years or longer. The 334,759 Viet­ 
nam-era soldiers current receiving 
disability payments won’t fall into that 
class. Some of the 240,(KH) disabled 
Korean war veterans also may be sub­ 
ject to the change. 


Though som e 
categ o ries were 
raised, particularly for psychiatric 
disabilities, the significance of the 
increases was disputed by the staff 
director of the House committee, 
Oliver Meadows. 
“One group gets a little minor in­ 


crease and the rest get the liell 
chopped out,” said Meadows. “The 
younger guys are getting it in the 
neck.” 
The administration has defended the 
change as an effort to match govern­ 
ment benefits more precisely with 
actual earnings lost because of dis­ 
ability. Meadows said payments even 
at the current level fall short of 
average industrial earnings. 
The ratings reduction for amputees 
was proposed because the study found 
that “the muscles, the strength, the 
ability to move around are not so 
significant, as regards earnings, in a 
more technological society as we now 
are in,” according to the VA source.

You start out to make that great new 
recipe — only to discover you’re short 
some ingredients.

Spoilage

Alternating warm and cold weather 
in Ohio during the past month may 
have caused temperature fluctuations 
within your stored grain that could 
force 
moisture 
movement, 
or 
migration, in the grain mass. 
According to William Schnug, Ex­ 
tension 
Agricultural 
Engineer, 
relatively warm, moist air coming in 
contact with cold grain, or a cold bin 
surface can cause condensation, active 
mold and bacterial growth, and 
significant spoilage. 
If you have an older bin with no 
aeration system, Schnug suggests you 
use a thermometer probe to check the 
grain temperature. Probe different 
areas to get a good representative 
sample of the grain, especially those 
areas where deposits of fines and trash 
might have accumulated. 
If your thermometer indicates a 
“hot spot,” take other probings to 
determine the extent of the area. A 
significant amount of grain heating 
means the grain must be moved or 
spoilage will spread. The affected 
grain may be removed without con­ 
taminating the other grain if it is 
isolated at a specific area in the bin. 
To determine the condition of grain 
stored in bins with aeration systems, 
check exhaust air for odor and for 
tem perature change. It is quite 
probable that fungi and bacteria are 
actively growing, if the exhaust air is 
much warmer than the outside air. 
If fermentation odor and warm 
exhaust air persist with aeration, 
sample grain by probing. Chances are 
damaged grain will have to be 
removed. 
According to Schnug, if you plan to 
store your grain into the summer, it is 
wise to warm the grain starting in the 
late March or early April. The 
aerations system should be operated 
during the day until the grain is 
warmed to the average daily tem­ 
perature or until the temperatures of 
outdoor air and exhaust air are equal. 
Brief operation of your aeration 
system every week to IO days will 
provide an easy method of checking 
the quality of your stored grain.

TIN CUP, Ind. (AP) — This southern 
Indiana community apparently has not 
jumped on the zero population growth 
bandwagon. 
The roadside identification sign 
which originally read, “Population 14” 
has been altered and a “15” painted in. 
You won’t find Tin Cup on the state 
highway map, but a state highway 
official says ifs near Bedford. 


Phythophthora root rot was tirsi 
identified in 1951. Midwestern plant 
breeders subsequently developed such 
resistant soybean varieites as Chip­ 
pewa 64, Clark 63, Harosoy 63, and 
Lindarin 63. These proved effective in 
bringing the disease under control. 
In 1971, however, reports of 
phythophthora root rot in supposedly 
resistant varieties began to filter in 
from Ohio soybean growers. Sch­ 
mitthenner launched laboratory and 
greenhouse studies and discovered the 
new Phythophthora race. 
Before, only two races of the 
Phythophthora fungus had been 
identified. Race I occurs throughout 
the nation s soybean growing region. 
Race 2 is found only in soybean 
growing areas in the southern states. 
Race 3 is identical to the other two 
races except that it is capable of 
causing disease in resistant varieites. 
In 1972, Schmitthenner tested a 
number of soybean varieites seeking a 
source of genetic resistance to the new 
race. He also attempted to determine 
how widely the new race had spread 
through the state’s soybean fields. 
Resistance to race 3 was found in 
several southern soybean varieties 
and two Japanese varieties, none of 
which are adpted to Ohio. Two of the 
southern varieites (Arksoy and lee 68) 
and one Japanese variety (Higan) 
showed resistance to all three races. 
In a survery of IOO fields that showed 
symptoms of disease, Schimitthenner 
found Phythophthora in 43 fields — 
race 3 in 27 fields, race I in 16, and both 
races in 5 fields. Other diseases were 
responsible for damage in other fields 
and a number of fields had more than 
one disease-causing pathogen. 
What about the 1973 soybean crop? 
What varieites should farmers choose 
to plant? 
Schmitthenner says phytophthora 
root rot is most common in heavy soils, 
especially in wet or compacted areas. 
It is not a problem in sandy soils. While 
no resistant varieites adapted to Ohio 
are available, several of the commonly 
grown varieties do show some degree 
of tolerance to the disease. Wayne has 
the highest tolerance. Amsoy and 
Corsoy have some tolerance but can be 
badly damaged by the disease under 
severe conditions. In addition, some 
commercially-produced varieites, 
blends, and brands may have some 
tolerance. 


While the disease cannot lie con­ 
trolled with crop rotation, im­ 
provement in surface or tile drainage 
tends to reduce damage from this 
disease. 
Schmitthenner says the only solution 
is to develop adapted resistant 
varieites. Transfer of the resistance 
from the Arksoy and Higan varieities 
is now underway. 
The Ohio research with the new 


Phythophthora race is reported in 
greater detail in the January-

“ I’m pleased,” the Chula Vista, 
Calif., flier said in an interview. 
“ We’re planning an appeal on the type 
of discharge to have it upgraded. Other 
than honorable is comparable to an 
enlisted man’s undesirable discharge. 
Practically speaking, I’ll lose ceratin 
Veterans Administration benefits. 
“ From a point of principle, I feel my 
record 
justifies

discharge. There will be other grounds 
we’ll be using in my appeal such as my 
conscientious objector status. I don’t 
feel ashamed.

House Plants Dieing? 
Say ladies, are you having problems 
with your house plants — smothering, 
becoming spindly, drowning? Could be 
the cause is water and oxygen. Plants 
can very easily get too much water and 
not enough oxygen. The oxygen 
problem can be the result of using a 
potting soil with too much clay and silt. 
Clay and silt particles are very 
small. They clog up air pores in the soil 
and keep the plant’s roots from getting 
enough oxygen. This can kill the plant. 
Experienced gardeners get excellent 
results with good garden soil. A safer 
bet is to use a good mixture made of 
soil, organic matter such as sphagnum 
peat moss, sawdust (well rotted), 
bark, hulls, straw, or compost, and a 
coarse aggregate like sand, gravel, 
varmiculite or perlite. A rule of thumb 
mixture is two parts soil, one part 
organic matter, and one part sand, 
perlite 
or 
equivalent. 
If soil 
is 
extremely heavy, increase sand or 
perlite. 
This combination adds air space, is 
lighter, won’t compact, and has good 
pore 
space 
and 
drainage. 
Sometimes the planting medium plugs 
the drainage holes. To avoid this 
happening, put small stones or broken 
pieces of clay pots over the drain holes 
before filling the pot with soil. 
Two Pots Better Than One 
House plants in built-in planters 
sometimes fail to do well no matter 
what you do. The reason could be they 
need double-potting. That means 
putting the plant in a pot then placing 
the pot in the planter. 
But, prepare the planter carefully. 
The liner of the planter should have a 
small faucet or valve attached to it for 
draining excess water from the 
planter. Kill the bottom three inches of 
the liner with coarse gravel. Place a 
layer of charcoal over the gravel. 
Charcoal prevents excess water from 
becoming stagnate. Fill the rest of the 
planter with peat moss. Set porous 
clay pots — with plants in the pots — 
up to their rims in the moss. 
You can 
water the plants 
in­ 
dividually from the top as often as they 
need it. Also, you can turn each plant 
to allow for variations to lighting. Too, 
if you want to shift or substitute plants, 
it is easily done when using this double- 
potting method.

At the height of Nixon’s bombing of 
North Vietnam, an enormous barrage 
of opinion seemed to be saying that 
North Vietnam was peculiarly exempt 
from such bombing, that it somehow 
enjoyed a special status, that Hue or 
Saigon could be rocketed but that 
Hanoi and Haiphong were, well, 
somehow special. There can be no 
other reading of the outrage over the 
B-52 bombing. 
In this context, I wrote a column 
containing a sentence which evoked a 
great deal of heated mail. I would now 
like to return to that sentence, which I 
think is an accurate one, and also to 
speculate a bit on the response. I wrote 
that, as a matter of fact, “ it would not 
matter much to history or mankind if 
North Vietnam ceased to exist.”

day of the week and twice on Sundays.

My sentence challenges that special 
status accorded to North Vietnam, and 
It proposes an objective historical 
judgment. After all, we know that 
natons actually do cease to exist, and 
we know that to be so from the very 
recent past, as well as from the long 
stretches of history. Nations have been 
destroyed root and branch, they have 
been absorbed, they have met a 
variety of fates. Lithuania, Latvia, and 
Estonia, for example, ceased to exist. 
Their populations were replaced by 
Russians. The Aztec and Inca empires 
were destroyed by the Conquistadors. 
In the Punic Wars, ancient Carthage 
finally succumbed and ceased to exist 
as a society. Both Athens and Sparta 
tasted final defeat. The history of 
mankind is littered with the graves of 
nations. There is no reason to suppose 
that this process has suddenly halted 
in our own time. 
So, then, it is at least theoretically 
possible that, lo and behold, North 
Vietnam 
has 
some

privileged status, and that its survival 
must be assured by world opinion. 
The contribution of North Vietnam to 
civilization, over the past millennium, 
has been almost invisible.

And second, for all its destructive 
energy, the place has contributed little 
to the arts, or to literature, or to 
civilization generally. Where is the 
North Vietnamese poet or philosopher 
or ethical teacher? In civilizational 
terms. North Vietnam is a dim entity. 
Far from having a special and 
protected status, by any reasonable 
measure North Vietnam is a cultural 
disaster. 


To put it bluntly, I think there are 
objective criteria of value as regards 
societies and civilizations. Hanoi just 
does not mean as much to the human 
spirit as Paris or Rome. I reject a 
relativistic egalitarianism, and even 
more, the strange view that Hanoi is 
uniquely valuable, or that North 
Vietnam has privileged moral status. 
In a sense, of course, my original 
sentence was slightly incorrect: “ It 
would not matter much to history or 
mankind if North Vietnam ceased to 
exist.” Maybe not, but North Viet­ 
nam’s neighbors would breathe a sigh 
of relief.

Ripped By Official 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (A P) - A 
West Virginia environmentalist says 
the position of the American Electric 
Power System (A EP) that it cannot 
meet state air pollution standards “is 
merely a cover to protect its 
multimillion dollar Ohio holdings.” 
Tom Hutto, head of the West 
Virginia Clean Air Coalition, says the 
AEP has a mining operation in three 
Ohio counties that covers 110,000 acres 
containing an estimated 153 million 
tons of coal. 
“The extremely dirty coal being 
mined in the Meigs Creek No. 9 coal 
seam has a 5 per cent sulphur content 
and a 20 per cent ash content,” he said 
Thursday. “Such coal would not be 
usable if the new regulations on 
sulphur emission go into effect. 
“ It seems that American Electric 
would prefer to continue using this 
dirty coal rather than low-sulphur coal 
from West Virginia.”

NEW YORK (A P) - With in­ 
ternational currency traders trying to 
discard U.S. dollars as if they carried 
the london flu, some Americans are 
wondering if they too should be con­ 
cerned about contamination or 
something worse. 
The reasoning is like this: “Those 
people are getting rid of millions of 
dollars. They must know something. 
Here I am with a walletful of the things 
and I’m just sitting on it. Maybe I 
should be worrying.” 
But there really isn’t any dollar 
crisis domestically. In fact, if inflation 
continues to abate, the buying power of 
the dollar will decline more slowly 
than in the previous two years. It will, 
in effect, become healthier. 
If you’re going abroad it might be 
different. Then you could find that 
your dollars won’t buy as much 
because 
other 
currencies 
are 
preferred. You would be in the same 
situation as any other international 
dealer. 
There are a lot of these dealers of 
one sort or another: speculators, 
bankers, 
wealthy 
individuals, 
multinational corporations. Since they 
deal in vast amounts of money they 
could get hurt badly by holding a weak 
currency. 
Always on the lookout for changes in 
currency values or even in sentiment, 
they tend to accelerate the problems 
they fear. In fleeing what is alleged to 
be a weak currency they make it 
weaker. They create a run. 
There are a lot of dollars to run from 
overseas. This country has had a 
balance of payments deficit for two 
decades now, meaning we have been 
importing and spending heavily 
abroad, and leaving dollars there in 
payment. 
These dollars continue to circulate 
as currency, just as German or French 
or Italian and other currencies are 
used interchangeably because of an 
agreement fixing their relative values.

currencies used in international trade 
shall be maintained close to their 
agreed value by the action of central 
banks, which are pledged to buy 
currencies at these prices.

In contrast, currencies might 
become stronger too. This is the case 
with the Japanese yen and the German 
mark. Both countries have payments 
surpluses. Their currencies are strong, 
and therefore are desirable as safe 
havens for capital. Interest rates are 
high in Germany. 
However, the current flight into 
marks is probably more than the 
German central bank can handle. In 
buying up those dollars it must print 
more marks, and that quickly trans­ 
lates itself into inflation. 
U.S. officials believe the dollar fear 
is highly exaggerated. The problem, as 
seen from here, is that the dollar is 
correctly valued but the yen and mark 
aren’t. 
Rather 
than 
a 
dollar 
devaluation, perhaps a yen and mark 
revaluation is needed — thus making 
those currencies more expensive to 
buy. But revaluations are nasty within 
a country because they make its ex­ 
ports more expensive. 
A generally held American position 
is that the dollar is becoming sounder 
as inflation recedes. The cease-fire in 
Vietnam means less waste. Business is 
strong. American exports, though 
lagging, are expected to rise. 
But many currency holders don’t 
believe the U.S. economy is that 
stable. They worry that Phase 3 will 
mean more inflation. They note the 
United States imports more than it ex­ 
ports. They fear the current business 
expansion will get out of control and 
lead to the old boom-bust cycle. 
The hope of all the world’s trading 
nations is that this flurry, as have 
others, will blow over and that by this 
fall they can join in a more stable ex­ 
change system. 
If that effort fails then the ordinary 
American will be hit — and hit hard. 
The United States and most other 
industrialized nations rely heavily on 
trade. If they are incapable of doing 
their thing because they lack a 
currency exchange system then all 
economies will be in trouble.

USW Election 
Suit Dropped 


COLUM BUS, Ohio ( AP) - A 
Columbus man has withdrawn his 
federal court challenge to the United 
Steelworkers of American’s national 
election next Tuesday, but declined to 
give reasons for his action. 
Samuel L. Stokes, 59, a union em­ 
ploye, announced Friday that he 
dropped his $1 million suit against the 
union in U. S. District Court in 
Columbus. The announcement came 
after his attorneys and attorneys for 
the union conferred in judge’s 
chambers prior to the 
scheduled 
hearing. 
After the meeting, Stokes said, “ I 
have asked for dismissal of the suit. I 
have made my own decision.” 
Stokes had sought to stop the election 
at 6,000 locals because he had been 
ruled ineligible as a vice presidential 
candidate by the union’s executive 
board. He also sued for $1 million in 
damages and $6,000 in his campaign 
expenses. 
He said no settlement was made 
between him and the union.

Turley, an analytical manager of the 
Dow Chemical Co., thinks women may 
reach the “ take-off point" in their 
careers later than men do. 
She would be an example. I/?ss than 
one year ago, Dr. Turley was a senior 
research chemist with 15 year’s tenure 
at Dow’s Midland, Mich., research 
laboratories. Then she was named 
analytical manager, supervising three 
women and 22 men in her research 
group. 
“One of our executives asked me 
why he didn’t hear about the ‘young 
tigers’ among women employes as he 
did about the men. After thinking it 
over, I believe women’s careers are 
timed differently. They are more 
aware of their potential in the business 
world at an older age, around 35," she 
said.

women. Dr. Turley was one of four 
long-time employes named to the 
committee. 
This year one woman has been 
named to a full time position as 
coordinator of 
Advancement 
of 
Women Employes of Dow (AW ED). 
“ We found that many women need 
counseling. They are aware they have 
potential but aren’t sure how to seek 
promotions," Dr. Turley said. 
“ Some women are highly trained, 
technical experts without thinking of 
themselves as career women." 
Petite and blonde, Dr. Turey is 
mother of three children — a son 14, 
and daughters 12 and 8. She was 
graduated from Wilkes College in 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., and received 
master’s and doctoral degrees from 
Penn State. 
Here husband is a polymer physicist 
at Dow. 
“ That’s not at all unusual," she said. 
"When there’s one big company in 
town, several familily members often 
work for that company. We were in­ 
terviewed together for our jobs, 
“ I always judged my own per­ 
formance by that of the men I worked 
with in the lab. Initially I was afraid, 
as I remember it, to sign my name to a 
report — I always used initials. But I 
got over that after a while. I was 
always being mistaken for a secretary, 
but I found it bothered the men I 
worked with more than it worried me. 
They always took great pains to ex­ 
plain that I was chemist," she added. 
Dr. Turley feels one reason she has 
been able to move up in management 
is that she has never been afraid to tell 
someone when she thought things 
weren’t being run the way they should 
be. 
“ I always though I could do some 
things better — or differently — than 
the way they were being done. I didn’t 
hesitate to express my feelings to my 
supervisor, just so he’d know I wasn’t 
a dummy who thought everything was 
okay," she said. 
Since Dr. Turley and the advisory 
committee began talking with Dow 
women across the nation, IO per cent of 
the company’s female employes have 
received promotions. A number now 
hold jobs formerly held only by men. 
When will the huge company have a 
woman executive? 
“ Maybe never," one official said. 
“ But hopefully, we’ll soon reach a 
point where women will have an equal 
opportunity to compete for the job." 
Dr. Turley said there are perhaps 20 
women in plants across the nation with 
the kind of broad background they 
would need to begin working toward an 
executive position. 
“ It would take someone like me at 
least five years," she said. “ That’s 
something to think about."

The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
whose 1954 suit brought on the busing 
plan, also testified. 
The plan was ordered last year by 
U.S. District Court Judge Stephen J.

Toledoans 
Face Change 
In Council

Toledoans probably will vote next May 
on a proposal to elect their councilmen 
by districts as a result of a decision by 
the Ohio Supreme Court. 


The court ruled Thursday 
that 
Toledo City Council must certify to the 
I Aicas County 
Hoard of Elections 
petitions which call for creating IO 
council districts. The city presently 
has nine councilmen elected at-large, 
including the mayor. 
State Hep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46, 
and Olga Polcyn obtained about 15,000 
signatures—about IO per cent of the 
vote in the last municipal election—to 
place the proposal on the ballot. 
Council rejected them, however, on 
grounds there were errors that in­ 
volved geographic boundaries of the IO 
proposed districts. 
Tile Supreme Court held that council 
did not have “the power to determ ine 
what errors in a petition are sub­ 
stantive.” 
It said further that “the errors in the 
petition here involved did not mislead 
or confuse the petition signers and are 
easily correctable by the clerk of city 
council before the proposition is for­ 
warded to the board of elections.” 
Wilkowski, in Columbus when the 
decision was handed down, said he 
hopes the issue can be placed on the 
May 8 ballot so the city can avoid tile 
cost of

election—about 
$75,000.

Recent changes in the social 
security law may mean an increase in 
your social security payment. The law 
now provides a special minimum 
benefit for people who have worked 
regularly under social security for 
more than 20 years. Since you worked 
regularly under social security more 
than 30 years, your minimum benefit 
could be as much as $170 a month 
beginning in January. You will first 
receive your higher benefit amount in 
your check of April 3rd.

I know her checks will 
stop when she gets m arried, but will 
she receive a check in March?

Mrs. Woodhouse, who lives

WASHINGTON (A P ) 
— From 
President Nixon down, federal en­ 
forcement of civil rights lacks a sense 
of commitment, says the United States 
Commission on Civil Rights. 
“ There is no government-wide plan 
for civil-rights enforcement,” said a 
commission report published Friday. 
Without presidential leadership “ a 
steady erosion of the progress toward 
equal rights, equal justice and equal 
protection under the Constitution will 
occur,” the study said. 
On what should be done, it added: 
“ The first requirement of any such 
effort on the part of the chief executive 
and his appointees is that of an 
unequivocal, forceful implementation 
of all the civil rights laws now on the 
books.” 
Presidential press secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler declined to comment on the 
report. 
For the first time since Congress 
created the commission in 1957, the 
Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh was not 
listed as a member. Father Hesburgh, 
president of the University of Notre 
Dame, turned in a routine resignation 
after the election in November and 
President Nixon accepted it.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A devastating winter storm walloped 
the Southeast today, dumping heavy 
snow from Florida to the Carolinas.

Up to 9 inches of snow paralyzed 
Columbus, Ga., while 6 inches 
blanketed the ground at Wilmington, 
N.C. Mobile, Ala., reported 3 inches of 
snow while 2 inches covered Pen­ 
sacola, Fla. 
Heavy-snow warnings were in effect 
for portions of Goergia and the 
Carolinas and travelers advisories 
were posted for parts of Mississippi, 
Alabama and northwest Florida. 
Elsewhere across the Southeast, 
heavy rains roaked southeast Georgia 
and the Florida Peninsula and a band 
of freezing rain and sleet extended 
from northern Florida to the South 
Carolina coast. 
More than an inch of rain doused 
Fort Myers and Key West, Fla., where 
wind gusts of up to 55 miles per hour 
were recorded. Severe thunderstorms 
and high winds blasted through much 
of central Florida and several homes 
were reported damaged.

GilliganBares 
Proposals 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Gov. John 
Gilligan sent to the General Assembly 
Friday what he called a “ tough, 
comprehensive package” of consumer 
protection legislation. 
The governor said the legislation is 
aimed at continuing the progress made 
in the area of consumer protection last 
year. 
“ We made significant progress last 
year—but more needs to be done, and 
those bills address those needs,” he 
said. 
The only bill in the package actually 
introduced Friday during a skeleton 
session of the House was one requiring 
a uniform system of determining the 
useful product life of perishable food. 
The other measures are expected to be 
offered next week. 
Among them are bills that would 
abolish the cognovit notes entirely and 
remove all remaining vestiges of the 
so-called “ holder in due corse” 
doctrine, both of which Gilligan said 
could leave a consumer defenseless. 
Cognovit notes give the holder the 
right to repossess a mortgaged item 
without any court action, leaving the 
purchaser with no legal recourse. 
The “holder in due course” doctrine 
permits a finance company or a bank 
to buy an installment sales contract 
from the merchant without being re­ 
sponsible for shoddy merchandise. 
I^astyear the legislature limited the 
use of the doctrine, but Gilligan said it 
left out some major areas such as au­ 
tomobile purchases.
